WASHINGTON. The Federal 
Trade Commission last week or- 
dered the Ford Motor Co. cease 
and desist from misleading repre- 
sentations prices the sale 
passenger motor vehicles. Commis- 
sion findings are that the company, 
selling its cars through its author- 
ized dealers prices suggested 
the Ford Motor Co., conducted 
nationwide advertising campaign. 


its advertisements, the find- 
ings continue, used illustrations 
descriptions featuring large nu- 
merals designating the f.o.b. price 
the car illustrated de- 
scribed. These figures, according 
findings, were featured such 
way create the impression 
that fully-equipped cars illus- 
trated described could pur- 
chased complete and ready for op- 
eration the f.o.b. delivery 
point for the designated prices 
other and distant points for the 
designated prices, plus actual cost 
transportation. 


The cars described illus- 
trated, according findings, have 
not been the cars usually sold for 
the featured prices, such featured 
prices generally having been those 
charged for the respondent’s less 
expensive cars. The cars de- 
scribed illustrated were not pur- 
chasable retail for the prices 
emphasized the advertisements 
the f.o.b. delivery point 
named, the ultimate destina- 
tion plus actual freight trans- 
portation charges, without the pay- 
ment additional charges for 
added items, such 
bumper guards, spare tire, tube 
tire lock, and other accessories con- 
stituting complete car ready for 
operation and for sale desig- 
nated point definite price.

not many years ago that most engines had aluminum 
crankcases which were mounted the cast iron cylin- 
ders. Even the under pans were aluminum. Aluminum 
transmission cases, aluminum clutches and aluminum rear 
axle differential housings were the practice. Aluminum 
was ideal for the purpose, but cost three four times 
much cast iron. automobile engineers perfected 
the making big and intricate iron castings. The cylin- 
ders and crankcases were cast one piece. produc- 
tion increased they made dies for stamping out the under- 
pans from sheet steel. Transmission cases were changed 
cast iron, clutches made from steel punchings, rear axles 
from malleable iron huge steel stampings that were 
welded together. 

This change almost broke the aluminum foundry busi- 
ness. was substitution grand scale any- 
thing have yet encountered the defense problem. 
cut many costs more than half—it way affected the 
performance. the time was introduced, salesmen 
often referred these new block-cast engines “cast iron 
wonders.” Years experience with millions engines 
built this way prove that was not substitution but re- 
placement with material and process that gave better 
cost-performance. 

Look back few years the automotive industry and 
see how many replacements have been made under their 
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proper name, “new improvements,” not “substitutes,” 

remember wood wheels that became wire and 
steel discs. Most purchasers will agree that the 
easier keep clean, enhance the appearance 
easier handle and cheaper make. Nothing 
everything gained such substitution 
“new improvement.”

Two Kinds Materials 


are two kinds materials today when consid- 


ered from military standpoint. Those which are 
difficult get account their geographical location, 
and those which are such great demand that domestic 
supplies are not adequate meet the present defense and 
non-defense demands.

The lowest compression engine today has ratio, 
the highest 7.25, both cars. all the car models 
announced, one-third have 6.5 compression, percent 
each 6.7 and 6.8 compression ratio, percent have 
7.00 and 11.6 percent have 7.25 ratio.

Clutch Pedals Seldom Used 


Although clutch pedals are provided all other cars, 
which have fluid flywheels, automatic transmissions, over- 
drives any combination all three units, they are prob- 
ably used less than five percent the time they ordinarily 
would with conventional gearshift.
